Gladstone Suiuinoncd to Form 
a ministry. 



ENGLAND. 
London, Jan. 29. —The Fortnightly 
Review publishes a political article which 
is generally supposed to relied the views 
of Mr. Joseph Chamberlain on the present 
crisis. The writer expresses great regret at 
the "timidity of the whirls, " who seem to 
be afraid to faco the land question. Their 
opposition, ho says, foiled u former At- 
tompt to settle this great issue, mid he 
urges them to rocotisidor the whole sub- 
ject now. The writer says ho thinks that 
a' few months will retciil dissensions, 
which he maintains are now dormant, in 
. the in tionalist party, and intimates that a 
fallinp/off in American donations to tho 
league treasury will bring Mr. Parnell to 
the point of conforming his demands to 
what Englishmen may justly grant. In 
conclusion, the writer says: "If England 
ever yields to tho Irish demand fur a na- 
tive parliament, she will hive no guar- 
antee against an eventual separation of 
Ireland from Great Britain." 

Tho Queen has accepted the resignation 
of Lord Salisbury and hir. cabinet, and 
has summoned Mr. Gladstone for consul- 
ts t ion. 

Previous to Mr. Gladstone being sum- 
moned, it was reported that the (Jueen 
hesitated between tho ex-premier and 
Lord Hartington, and had ordered the 
ministers nut to surrender their soals uf 
office until M Delay. 

; The lateBt number of tho Nineteenth 
Century contains an article by Arnold 
Forster, which has created a sensation 
here. The writer states that Irishmen 
were at the bottom <<f the Molly Maguire 
conspiracy in Pennsylvania, that Irish 
men plotted against the officials and 
Chinese in San Francisco, that the Tam- 
many ring was largely supported by iriah- 
Araericans, and the Booton police} nere 
tampered with by Irish politicians of that 
city. The history of the world shows, 
he says, that the Iri?h engage in con- 
spiracies wherever they may tie, and he 
advises that the English government 
should exercise firmue-.s in us treatment 
of Ireland, ua otherwise the reconqaest 
of that country will be necessary. 
- - Morgan's carriage factory at Kingston 
has been destroyed by tire. Tho loss is 
£60,000. 

Dublin, Jan 29— Mr. John Blake, 
Nationalist, has been elected a member 
of parliament from Oarlow without oppo- 
sition. 



GERMANY. 
Burlin, Jan. 29.— In the Prussian 
Landtag to day during a discussion on the 
spirit monopoly bill, Prince Bismarck de- 
clared that if spirit monopoly was refused 
the government would be forced to impose 
an enormous license upon dealers, Re- 
ferring to his remarks relative to tho 
Reichstag in the Landtag yesterday, in 
the discussion on theBubject of tho expul- 
sion of the Poles, he declared that tho 
government did not intend either a coup 
d'etat or the dissolution of the Reichstag. 
Mr. Jesson, the German-American who 
was recently forcibly expelled from ijor- 
berg, returned to that town and was im- 
mediately arrested. 

BtJSSIA. 

St. Pf.tf.rsbuku, Jan. 29. — The police 
authoritioB having ascertained that u Nihil- 
ist plot was being formed, made a doscent 
to-day upon the headquarters of the con- 
spirators and arrested 2'S persons. On the 
discovery of tho conspiracy the police 
authorities fearing that injury to the Czar 
was intended, advised him to retire to his 
palace at Gatchma. The emperor, how- 
ever, declined to do so. 

GREECE. 
London, Jan. 29. — The official journal 
of Athens denies that tho attitude of the 
Greek cabinet has changed. Lord .Salis- 
bury has instructed Admiral Hay, com- 
mander of the English Mediterranean 
squadron to employ force against the 
Greeks whenever they attack Turkey. 

EASTERN STATES. 
St. Paul, Jan. 29. — A Sre is now rag- 
ing in the heart of the city. Hopelessly 
involved is proporty valued at £500,000. 
The buildings on firu aro occupied by the 
Ryan drug company and Schulz it Co. A 
five-story block.occnpied by Dennis Ryan 
and other buildings, are in great danger. 
Fire engines have been sent by special 
train from Minneapolis. 



RACIAL PORTRAITS. 



HOW IRREPRESSIBLE PERSONALITY 
MODIFIES THE ARTIST'S TRACINGS. 



Tho Apostles and Siilnts From the Flnm- 
l>h Musters are Stronglr Dutch— In 
Ituly Kolialoun Fortruituro Is 
Distinctly Italian. 



[Tlirenolojrlcal Journal.] 
The general Interest shown in tho 
death of Gen. U. S. Grant, brought out 
in a striking manner tho principle, 
of the pi-oneness to judge others accord- 
ing to self. The Now York Sun In <is- 
scriblng the varied appearance of Ueu. 
Grant as shown by pictures of him, so 
very numerously displayed by store-keep- 
ers with mourning symbols, said: 
PORTRAITS DISPLAYED. 
"In a deep black frame In a shop win- 
dow of an East-side llebrow, there Is u 
portrait of a hoarded man in the prlmo of 
life, dressed lu civilian's attire; his faco is 
Jewish, • and nothing but a pronounced 
wart on the right side of the nose, and a 
squarely-trimmed beard, indicate to the 
passer-by that it is intended to represent 
Gen. Grant. This style of portrait is 
very popular on tho east side, and lu 
Essex and Ludlow streets, where the 
Polish Jews cliie'y reside. very 
few others are seen Further 
down down in . the German 
quarler another portrait is displayed; it 
represents a German gentleman of mid- 
dle age, clad in general's uniform, with a 
distinct Teutonic feature in every line 
of it. 

"In the windows of an Irish liquor sa- 
loon there is shown a portrait of a mid- 
dle-aged Irishman with a square beard, 
and the wart, short-cropped hair, aud an 
expression of real Hibernian pluck about 
the corners of his tightly shut lips. In 
the window of an Italian restaurant in 
Mulberry street, a passer-by sees a'picturu 
of a young aud dashing Italian officer 
whose moustache is waxed and . huir 
frimmed in the prevailing military stylo 
of that nation. " 

Tho racial impression given in each 
case, as above shown, was an iiuconscious 
performance on the part of the artist. As 
a Hebrew he could scarcely be otherwise 
than Hebrew in his estimate of propor- 
tion in feature: ami however much his 
method might have been modified by 
culture, still the Hebrew peculiarity of 
mind, which is as marked as the physiog- 
nomy of the race, would penetrate tho 
physiognomy of his portraiture So, too, 
with the Italian, aud perhaps in his case 
the fact that the Italian style has long 
been in the ascendance among artists, 
would render the relative expression of 
tho physiognomy more pronounced than 
in the. work of artists having other blood 
than Italian. 

MEDI.EVAL Kilt. 

Tho visitor to those collections of 
medi eval art that abound on tho conti- 
nent of Europe is always struck by the 
racial impression given to ideal forms. 
Tho representations of Christ, of the 
6aints. of .Mary, of the Jlatrdalenes, etc. 
Take those old t lemish portraits found 
in the collections of Belgium and Holland, 
the features of Hebrew apostles and the 
Ilalian sain's are all strongly Dutch, and 
sometimes the association of costume is 
grotesquely so. In Italy the religious 
symbolism in portraiture is distinctly 
Italian; the features of tho disciples and 
of Uwj saints are regular, pyriforni. soft 
and ideal, with few or none of the charac- 
teristics belonging to the strong motive 
temperament of the Hebrew typo. 

The artists drew the"ir portraits of Gen. 
Grant from the penciling of the sunlight, 
because his photographs by the thou- 
sand were scattered through the city, 
aud whilo they handled tho crayon 
or the brush tho irrepressible personality 
of race would oozo from their linger end's 
and modify the tracings of the artist of 
nature. 

IDEAL TYPES. 

It is probable that to the Hebrew such 
a portrnit as has been described as pro. a- 
lent in the Jewish quarter was the most 
acceptable, and in tho saloons of the 
Bowery the Teutonic gentleman of mid- 
dle ago in uniform with the wart and 
beard was acceptable to the German fre- 
quenters of tho neighborhood; aud so on 
with the others. 

Each race has its ideal type of beauty 
and perfection la faco and form, and in 
the last analysis each Individual has his 
impressions of the perfect that may diifer 
in some respect from those entertained by 
others. Thereforo perfection is for tho 
most part a term of comparison, aud the 
standard raised on it .nust accord with the 
thought aud soutiment of the individual 
and the community, the latter, be it He- 
brew, Gorman, Irish, Italian, Hngliah, or 
French, being the leading factor in formu- 
lating tho type.

Arc.ic Explorations. 

Majo'- Greely delivered an address 
lately ou Arctic Exploration, with re- 
ference to Grinnell Land at Burling- 
ton House, London. Ho made reference 
to previous expeditions and the geo 
graphical and scientilic work they had 
accomplished, including those com- 
manded by Captain Ingletield, when in 
search of Sir John Franklin, Captain 
Markham, Captain Nnres, Captain 
Beaumont, and others. It was of Grin- 
nell Land that Major Giec-ly spoke — a 
land known to us for some thirty years. 
He sailed northward in 1881 in com- 
mand of one of tho scientific expedi- 
tions organized in accordance with tho 
suggestions of tho International Polar 
Congress. The work of the expedition 
was purely scientific, yet lie would 
scarcely have been a man, or an Ameri- 
can at least, Major Greely observed, if 
be had not done his beat to extend our 
knowledge of the geography of the 
Arctic regions. Lieutenant Lock wood 
and a party, in May, 1882, had achiev- 
ed great results in the region of Kazen 
Land, and it was while his officers were 
away that Major Greely succeeded in 
making a trip of 250 miles into Grin- 
nell Land in twelve days — a journey 
which made known to him and his fol- 
lowers the peculiar physical configura- 
tion of that territory. Archer's fiord, 
discovered by Lieutenant Archer and 
Captain Stephenson, turned out to bo 
a river which lie traced to its source, 
and which at tho end of a winter of 
Arctic severity he found to be an open 
river filled by a glacial lake of 300 
square miles to the north, and situated 
at a level of some 500 feel above the 
sea. Later, and during tho summer 
time, ho waa able to make a second trip 
into that country, covering some 370 
or 300 miles. No doubt most of the as- 
semblage pictured everything within 
the Arctic circle as desolate and for- 
bidding. But in Grinnell Land, along 
the glacial lake, he found a number of 
valleys leading to tho westward, and 
iiventually to tho summit of a moun- 
tain, from which be >aw the whoie 
country btretclied out before him like 
a map. His attention was naturally 
turned to tho northward, and there bo 
saw the mountain ranges trending to 
the north west, and lie was led lo be 
lieve that tho sea was not far distant. 
In the valleys was game in some 
considerable quantities. They killed 
during the two years they wero in 
Grinnell Land over two hundred musk 
oxen, a cross between the sheep and 
the ox, and they saw some two hun- 
dred more. The mosses of the Arctic 
reciotiH grew in a luxurince never 
seen in more temperate climes. The 
browns, the yellows, the reds, the 
greens, so mingled as to give the land 
a color of great beauty. In the interior 
of Grinnell Land he hud seen |moss 
beds acres in extent, aud in other places 
he had seon the creeping Arctic willow, 
which rose scarcely an inch above the 
soil, covering for many acres the ground 
eo closely that the human foot could 
not touch it. Apart from musk oxen, 
tho fox, the hare, the ermine, there 
came in the summer time various spe- 
cies of birds, and some of the different 
kinds of ducks had very brilliant 
plumage. Discussing the question of 
the ice formation, the lecturer stit. d 
that taken as a general rule, it did not 
form to a greater thickness in the Arc- 
tic Seas than about 5 feet, though he 
admitted that the coming together of 
two floebergs or other 'ccal circum 
stances, combined with aclion of the 
sun and frost, might, and did, produce 
thickness of 16 and 20 feet, a no even 
more. Rivers of even 10 and 12 feet 
deep were frozen to the bottom. Com- 
to that part of his expedition where, 
with his party, Major Greely was sub- 
jected to'great privation and hardship, 
lie narrated how they returned on Au- 
gust 9 along the coast of Grinnell 
Land, expecting daily to meet a ship, 
not knowing that it had gone down six- 
weeks before. About September 1, 
their position becoming desperate, they 
mudeall haste to reach the open water, 
knowing that if they reached I he Carey 
Islands they would be safp. They were 
obliged to giva up the attempt, and 
they strove lo reach the shore, which is 
some eleven miles distant. Twice, when 
they were almost touching it, they 
were blown off by the storm to m dis- 
tance of 25 miles, and had all their la- 
bor to repeat, Eventually they reached 
the southward of Cape Sabine', with all 
the party hearty and well, and with 
record, journal and paper of value in a 
scientific point of view, safo. The speak- 
er then gave some interesting particu- 
lars of the two years' sojourn in Grin- 
nell Land, and of the devotion and self- 
sacrifice of the individual members of 
the party. Ho mentioned how for 
110 days they did not see the sun, how 
tliev had all to crowd into a wretched 
little hut, how — so confined was the 
space — when one turned all had to 
turn together, and how, though he had 
sleepers to the right and left of him, 
vet for a week at a time he had not 
seen the face cf a companion, Revert- 
ing to the question why he had not 
crossed Smith's Sound, Major Greely 
said it would have been impossible at 
that time, and pointed to the fact that 
there were only forty days' provisions 
on the other side. In conclusion, he 
contrasted his position two years', ago 
that day with what it was at that mo- 
ment, and expressed his deep and earn- 
est thanks for the kindly welcome 
which had been given him.

THE ESTABLISHED CRUEGH. 

Church reform ia a question now rapid- 
ly making ita way to tha front under the 
stimulus of threatened disestablishment. 
It would certainly have been more credi- 
table had those who are at present so 
easier for beneGcial B cLu»nge3 anticipated 
the demand for rovolulion; but it is never 
too late to mend, and reasonable persons 
will not look too closely at the motives 
which animate thoao who aro busily 
seltiug tho house of tho establishment in 
ordor. Reform under terror ia better 
than none at all. Whether disestablish- 
ment come or not depends very much 
upon the conduct of those who uphold 
the church; but perhaps the best hope of 
uvorting it lies in the growth of a tolerant 
spirit among sects. ^Vu do not believe 
for a moment that the disestablishment 
and diaendowment cry is prompted by 
zeal for religion, or has any religious mo- 
tive whatever. It originates in party 
feeling and in the levelling spirit of our 
age. We go further, and say that never 
since the Church of England and dissent 
stood face to face has the true religious 
element in nonconformity been more 
kindly disposed towards the institution 
which it once regarded aa anathema 
maranatha. The cause is as clear at the 
consequence is natural. With all its 
faults of omission and commission, the 
Church of England haa of late years 
manifested wonderful zeal for every good 
work. Its immense vitality — the true 
vitality of a Christian- body — can no lou 
ger be denied, and the sympathies of 
dissenters are excited by the fact in pro- 
portion aB they are Christians rather than 
sectarians. The inevitable result is al- 
ready appearing. Only lately it made a 
notable manifestation in tho appeal 
for a truly national church which clergy- 
men and dissenting ministers signed with 
one spirit. England ia not yet prepared 
for tho "ono fold" which shall take in all 
Christians without imposing a shibboleth 
at the oiitrance-gate; but the promulga- 
tion of such a thought at this moment of 
transition is an indication of feeling which 
no wise man will overlook or under esti- 
mate, la view of tho bad times that have 
fallen upon rural England, Mr. R. L. 
Everott, M.P., advises a drawing together 
of the sects for mutual support, lie would 
establish a practice by no means unknown, 
and make onu building servo for tha wor- 
ship of several bodies, whose expenses 
would thus be materially diminished. 
With tho economy of this counsel wo have 
at present nothing to do; but wo claim 
the counsel itself as indicating tno growth 
not only of a spirit of toleration, which 
may be merely negative, but of a disposi- 
tion towards positive union. Tho fact is 
that we are passing beyond the ago ir. 
■which dogma and practico set man against 
man. Essential truths aro appuariug in a 
stronger light, and Christians who see them 
together have less and less heart for quar- 
relling over mere accessories. In this state 
of things lies the church's greatest hope 
and her fullest opportunity. She will not 
conserve herself by rallying to Blue or Buff, 
and righting under the command of politi- 
cal cluefs. That policy is simply one of 
suicide. Her only wiaooourse lies in adapt- 
ing herself to tho changed circumstances 
of tho day, aud endeavoring to meet the 
special wants A the time, seeking, more- 
over, to utilize every advance toward Chris- 
tian unity. To this end let her boundary 
bo something better than n hard-and-fast 
line, and her idcac as to tho wedding gar- 
ments" of her guests somewhat lees rigid 
than of old. There should be "many man- 
sions" in her house — room, indeed, for all 
•who "call themselves Christians."" Every 
step towards this state of things is a step 
away from tho fear which now haunts tho 
church. 



NOMENCLATURE OF THE NEW 
HOUSE. 

Although the new house of commons 
oertainly will contain some new names, 
many of the old historic and great parlia- 
mentary families will, tha Times remarks, 
be well represented. To deal merely with 
numbers, the Hamiltons lead the way 
with six representatives, four being the 
sons of the late Duke of Aboroorn. With 
one exception, tho Hamiltons are conser- 
vatives, and the exception, it need hardly 
bo said, is a Scotch representative. There 
are also six Wilsons, all liberals. Next 
come five Campbells — six, if Campbell- 
Bannorman is counted — two of them lib- 
orals, two conservatives, and one an Irish 
nationalist. There are four Balfours, four 
O'Connors, four Howards, four Smiths. 
There are nineteen members with the 
prefix of "Mac." and thirteen with the 
atill more Celtic prefix of "0." The il- 
lustrious name of Gordon disappears from 
the new house — a strange coincidence 
considering ti«o memories which surround 
tho name and how frequently it has been 
on the parliamentary tongue in 
recont years. Though tho Hibern- 
ian names are very prominent, there 
is only one Murphy.. Only one Cross 
is left; but there are two Croasleys and 
one Grossman. There is one Will, three 
Williamsos, one Thomas, one Henry, one 
Richard, one Johns, two Roberts, three 
Jameses, and three Davies; while there is 
one Green, one Brown, two Greys, and 
one White. There is a Long, and a 
Round, and a Biggar. While there are 
four Smiths, there is only one Jones, and 
one Robinson. Again, there is a Fux, an 
Otter, a Peacock, a Roa, and a Finch. 
There are two Benches, a Gro.ve, a Pyne, 
a Flower, a Reed, and a Like; and, in 
additiun to two Hills, there is a Dyke, a 
Lane, a Field, and a Temple, but only 
one instead of three Akora. The new 
House, like the last, would not bo safe 
without a Tyler, or genuine without a 
Brand, or able to proceed to business with- 
out its two Chirks; aud, as it is to be 
short-lived, it is proper that that there 
should be a Sexton. Tho new Houso, it 
will also be observed from tho list of the 
now Parliament, will contain throe Cooks 
and two Frya, two Taylors, one Tanner, 
two Gardners, one Trotter, two Hunters, 
aud two Fowlers, and, finally, it supplios 
a King. 

SA UUE FOE THE GOOSE AS WELL 
AS FOE THE GANDER. 

Our interesting contemporary the In- 
dustrial News calls attention to a remark 
of the movor of the address in reply to 
tho Speech deprecating iogislation during 
this session op the Chinese evil, and ex- 
presses surprise at his attitude in view of 
the statement in the Bpeoch that tho gov- 
ernment intend to legislate thereon. If 
the News will turn to the other side of 
tho house ho will discover a similar diver- 
gence. Mr. Allen, who is understood to 
bo in opposition, remarked on Friday: 



"The legislation against tho Chinese 
was not in tho interest of his constituents 
and if they wore driven out of the coun- 
try the towns up country would practi- 
cally have to close up." 

The leader of tho opposition is roported 
to bo so much opposed to the Chinese 
that ho will not eat a vegetable that has 
been raised *br burn a stick of wood that 
has been cut by a Chinaman ; ho will not 
drink from a vessel made of China uor 
walk on the same side of the road with a 
Chinaman. If the News' roasoniug ia to 
pass current Mr. Allen, whoso peculiar 
views on tho ChineBe are ouoted above, 
can scarcely bo allowed to vote on the 
same aide with the leader of tho opposi- 
tion. If tho "breaks" are to bo put on 
and tha representatives are not allowed to 
express a single independent thought, 
what would became of the constituencies f 



CHINESE AND Whites 

Considered Merely us Mechani- 
cal Forces. 

Victoria, Jan. 29, 1886, 
To the Editor: — In a former communi- 
cation, Jan. 27th, men were likened to 
machines — the instruments for the use of 
powor already stored in some shape or 
other. In order to bring out tho machine 
power, the machines must bo fed, it mat- 
ters not whether tho machines be made of 
iron or flesh — it is only a difference of 
feeding. If human machines bo too ex- 
pensive forUio purpose required, machines 
of some other material, such as iron or 
wood, will, if possible, bo used Tho 
communication went on to point out what 
is already known, that there aro in the 
province eastern and western machines, 
that is to say, generally, Chinese unci 
Europoans, and that these possessed or 
could be made use of for the production 
of a vast amount of useful and profitable 
work. That tho e.isteni and western 
machines were not exactly the same, but 
that each had its own Bphero"of useful- 
ness. That considering the undeveloped 
resources of the country, the presence of 
vast forests, undyked submerged lauds, 
buried minerals and metals, manufac- 
tures in thoir infancy, and many' indeed 
yet unborn, the province had need of 
all these machines, and that it was the 
duty of sagacious politicians t > devise 
schemes for the utilization of this powor 
rather than means to deprive tho country 
of so much vuluable force by the erection 
of legislative obstructions to prevent its 



naturul or artificial, the country would 
receive tho benefit. That the way to pro- 
mote the development of industries was 
to allow competition between the various 
machines, whether animate or inanimate, 
intelligent or the reverse. That eastern 
machines might do work tho wostorn 
ones could or would not, and each 
might make discoveries and originate 
or perfect new industries which without 
competition might remain dormant or un- 
discovered — in fact rouse the province 
from its sleep aud convert it into an ao- 
tivo and progressive unity. Cities exist 
for the most part upon tho amount of 
production outoido their boundaries — and 
their size possibly in most cases will grow 
inja pro rata proportion to the growth of 
production ia tho country coupled with 
facilities for intercourse and exchange of 
commodities. It ia said that it ia difficult 
to change u commercial centre of any size 
or standing, in fact that railways and such 
things gravitate to the commercial cities 
— their business is there. The greater 
the city and the greater and m.'r; varied 
her business the more likely is this to be 
tho case, and the more the inhabitants 
act in unity the more able they will bo to 
make use of and govern or oven -iroate 
opportunities — make herself respected, 
feared and courted and defy the machina- 
tions of rifals and enemies. It ia tho 
business of citios to supply outside places 
— for the most part a mere matter of ex- 
change of commodities. It so happens 
that both eastern and western machines 
require supplies and the more numerous 
aud prosperous they are tho moro they 
will require and bo the more business fur 
the citizens. The mure business the citi- 
zens have the more buildings and other 
accommodations they will require, and the 
more they will be able to employ within 
their boundaries eastern as well as west- 
orn machines. It is true that tho eastern 
and western machines require their sup- 
plies — stored forces to be brought from 
foreign parts — but if from foreign parts 
it matters little from what foreign part of 
the world they may be sent, fnr sentiment 
has but comparatively but little to du with 
businoss. These foreign supplies will for 
tho most part bo water borne, probably 
from the east to supply the requirements 
of eastern machines, from tho west to sup 
ply the western instruaients, and they 
will bo consigned, speaking generally, to 
the eastern or western merchants living 
in tho city for distribution. It bo hap- 
pens that "Victoria has great advantages as 
a shipping port for receiving or distribut- 
ing by water or railway — for it so happens 
that owing to her various advantages she 
has bocome the commercial centre of the 
province — and it so happens that both 
eastern and western machine merchants 
exist there too — in fact she has 
every requisite both national and mercan- 
tile for receiving and distributing as well 
from as to outlying places. Jt is well she 
should he alive and putting forth her 
strength to preserve what sho has, and 
endeavor to gain othor advantages no an to 
repol assault. She will have to overcome. 
Uniun is strength. Eastern and western 
machines constitute Victoria. Eastern and 
western machines combined make Victoria 
tho commercial centre of tho province; be- 
ing combined they can make it so, for they 
have the material for hoth eastern and 
western commerce coming into or going out 
to other parts of the province. Tho more 
the country prospers the greater will be tho 
bonefit to her as part of the province. Tho 
easternmachines have done and will do much 
moro to promote tho piosperity of British 
Columbia. The more free and unfettered 
they are the more benefits will accrue; there 
is room enough in the province for the 
antorprisa of all, and plenty of new lines 
and industries worth attention. Union is 
Btrength. Let eastern and western Htill be 
combined nnd in closer tics; let onstern and 
western work harmoniously, and benefit 
must result to the country at large. Com- 
bined tho commercial centro is safe, Ag- 
gregation means salvation. Segregation 
means destruction. Victoria and the coun- 
try beiug prosperous, there will bo plenty 
of work; boing tho contrary thero will he 
little pr none within her boundaries. Which 
is desirable— aggregation or segregation 1 
United wo stand! Divided— who knows?

St. Loui.s, Jan. 30 — Quite a orowd of 
Chinese mudo a demonstration on the 
the lodging of.Jas, 0. Baptiste, between 
9 and 10 o'clock to-night, and threatened 
to do him violence. A squad of police 
soon arrived on the scene, dispersed the 
crowd and now havo Raptiste under their 
protection. Baptiste has been very active 
in tho prosecution of Chinese who are 
now on trial for the murder of Lou 
Johnson and for this they sought to 
wreak their vengeancoon him.

CALIFORNIA. 

San FeaNCISOO, Jan. 30. — An exami- 
nation of Dr. J. A. J. "uacdonald for 
the killing of D. P. Mish on the 19th 
iust., come before Judge Lacv/er to-day. 
ltut one witness waa examined and tho 
case was rested by both defense and pro- 
secution. Macdonald ia held to answer 
the charge of murder before the supreme 
court without bail. 

San Josh, Jan. 30. — Judge Belden 
this morning sentenced Jung Quong Sing, 
the murderer of Henry Vandorvost, to be 
hanged on March 20th. 

Petaldma, Jan. 30. — The anti-Chinese 
meeting was crowded. The committee 
reported that the Chinese be given ten 
days to leavo which was unanimously 
adopted. 

Stockton, Jan. 30. — The cross lovee 
which separated the lower division of 
ltobetts' island from tho middle division, 
gave way to-day, allowing the water to 
cover 35,000 acres of land, of which thir- 
teen thousand acres were in wheat. The 
levee which aurrounded the island broke 
at the middle section, which comprised 
'twelve thousand acres of grain. 
Tli ia brought a heavy proeBure of water 
against the lower cross lovee which was 
heing constantly strengthened, but, as it 
proved, without avail. Most of this in- 
undated land is owned' by the Glasgow 
California Land Co. , made up of foreign 
capitaliits. The entire losses by tho in- 
undation is estimated at $000,000. 

COLORADO. 
Denver, Jan. 30 .--At Telhvride, Col- 
orado, on Wednesday morning, a snow- 
slide demolished four cabins of the Sher- 
idan mine, burying 22 men under 17 foot 
of snow. Tho killed are David Overstroet, 
Sims Bree, Wm. Hargord and Michael 
Mitchell, and fatally injured Wm. Do- 
huioy aud Richard Evans, and badly in- 
jured John Churchill and John Hanna. 

MEXICO. 
El Piso, Texas, Jan. 30. — Pedro Har- 
ran killed Juan Arigarte, a fellow em- 
ploye" in the firm of Echavary & Co., at 
Loon, Mexico, yesterday. He Bliot him 
nine times and then thoroughly armed 
shut himself up in a room and defied tho 
authorities. He fired upon everyone at- 
tempting to approach and killed a prion. 
He kept a largy body of soldiers at bay 
twelve hours and finally gave himself up.

ENGLAND. 

London, Jan. 30. — Gladstone, who was 
summoned by the Queen to form a oabiuet, 
will visit her majesty at tho royal palace at 
Osborne on Monday. 

Gen. Ponsonby, private secretary to the 
Queen, presented to Mr. Gladstone her 
majesty's mandate at 12;30 o'clock thiB 
morning, and Mr. Gladstone had a consult- 
ation which lasted half an hour. 

The Pamellites fear SEr. Gladstone will 
ho compelled to form a compromise cabi- 
net. Mr. Gladstone hud a conference this 
evening with several prominent liberals. It 
transpired that Gen. Ponsonby culled upon 
tho Marquis of Salisbury before visiting Mr. 
Gladstone, and has sinco consulted with 
Lord Harttngton ond others. 

Tho Standard learns that Lord Harting- 
ton will be a member of tho new ministry. 

Six hoUKes on Holloway road collapsed 
to-day. - Fivo passers-by were instantly 
killed aud a nuu ber of others injured , 

FliANCE. 
Paris, Jan. 30.-- Tho Archbishops of 
Paris, Lyons aud luulou havo written 
President Grery >'.sserting their devotion to 
fatherland aud ^ondominng the electoral 
misdeeds of a f>_- - urieats who, they said, 
persist iu harping t.ipou loligious gravity of 
the present situation. The archbishops 
assure M. Grevy that, monarchial and re- 
publican forniu of go> jrumaut aro equally 
acceptable to tho Roman Catholic church, 
provided the affairs of the nation, be wisely 
administered. 

GERMANY. 

Berlin, Jan. 30. — The lower house of the 
landtag, after eight hours' debate, adopted 
Herr Achonbach's motion for the adoption 
of a resolution expressing satisfaction at 
the passage iu the speech from the throne 
promising measures for the protection of 
German interests in eastern Prussia. The 
announcement of the result of the vote was 
greeted with tumultuous applause by the 
members of the centro. Polish members 
and new German members left tho cham- 
ber before the division. 

Herr Righter submitted a motion to refer 
to the budget committee a clause in Herr 
Achonbach's motion offering to grant funds 
to increase German education all advantages 
in the Polish provinces. Tho motion was 
rejected by a vote of 23-4 to 103. 

Herr Virchow then declared that in view 
of tha rejection of this motion, annulling, 
as it did, the prescribed order of business, 
tho now German liberals would not assist in 
another division. 

Herr Von Puttamkor, minister of the 
interior, in supporting Horr Achonbach's 
motion, denied that the government had 
been guilty of harshness in its treatment 
of tho Poles or that it entertained a feel- 
ing of hatred towards them. As for him- 
self he was willing to accept the 

sponaibility for the course that had 
been pursu d. 

Replying to Herr Windthorit,Gen. Von 
Scholluudorf , minister of war, declared 
there was no question of interfering with 
promotion of Catholics in tho Prussian 
army. Promotion in tho army, ho said, 
depended solely upon military ability. 

YEiTERDAY'SJiSPATCHES. 

CANADA. 

Toronto, Jan. 'M. — George H. Ham, 
special commissioner of tho Toronto Mail in 
the northwest, telegraphs that journal from 
Port Macleod, making serious and grave 
charges against Indian agents and contract- 
ors of systematic plunder and fraud. Hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars have been 
plundered by these people from the Do- 
minion. Startling developments will now 
follow the expose of Mr. Ham. 

White settlers are charged with smug- 
gling intoxicating liquors iuto the north- 
west territory and supplying "fire-water" 
to the Indians and others at enormous 
profits. 

The whites aro alno charged with carry- 
ing on an illicit intercourse with Indian 
girls at from $10 to $ - 20 per head and taking 
them to the frontier towns for immoral 
purposes, where they aro disposed of at 
figures such as will roalize those who carry 
them from their homos a handsome profit. 

Tho revelations havo created a profound 
sensation, especially as they are from an 
authentic source and free from political 
bias. 

Montreal, Jan. 30. — The following Qrms 
have made assignments to-day: E. Jette, 
dry goods; Poirie & Co., dry goods; Mine. 
De Lawrin, millinery; J, B. Norinond & 
Co., hatters. All of tho above firms allege 
their embarrassments aroBo from dullnonB in 
trade during the smallpox upidernic. Lia- 
bilities from $10,000 to 812,000 each. 

ENGLAND. 

London, Jan. 30. — The Times Athens' 
correspondent telegraphs that the king of 
Greece has become tired of tho politics 
of tho Athenians, aud especially of their 
present bellicose attitude respecting the 
Bulgarian question, and that his majesty 
will likely soon abdicato and rotiro to 
Copenhagen. 

A dispatch to tho Daily News from 
Madeira states that a German vessel which 
arrived thero from St. Helena roporte 
that a terrible mutiny took place on 
board the American ship Frank N. 
Thayer, Capt. Clarke, from Manilla, Oct. 
31st, for New York, which as before re- 
ported was burned at sea. The mutineers 
ere said to have murdered some of the 
officers and thjn to have set Sre to the 
ship. 

GREECE. 

Athens, Jan. 30. — The king of Greece 
has refused the request of the British 
minister to cancel tho alleged fanciful 
Hccount published in senii-ofiicial news- 
papers which stated that the British min- 
ister in imparting to the Greek govern- 
ment Premier Salisbury's note, in inform- 
ing Greece of England's attitude, used 
language tending to disturb the relations 
existing between England and Groece. 
The minister denies having made any 
offensive remarks on tho occasion, and 
has reforred the mattor to his government 
at London. 

The oflioial journal of Athens denies 
that the attitude of the Greek cabinet 
has changed. Lord Salisbury has in- 
structed Admiral Hay, commander of the 
English Mediterranean squadron, to em- 
ploy forco against the Greeks whenever 
they attack Turkey.

Public Meeting. 



Tho city hall was crowded last evening 
to consider tho destitution prevailing among 
the Chinese iu the proYinoe. Mr. N. 
Shakespeare having been voted in the 
chair, Mr. J, M. Duval, in moving tho fol- 
lowing resolution, spoke of tho difficulty 
experienced by white men iu getting em- 
ployment, and that whatever was the excuse 
in tho past that they could not bo procured, 
it could not bo urged now. White men 
could not get work through Chinese com- 
petition; many of those Chinese wore now 
also out of work, and it was the duty of 
thoso who brought thorn hero to send them 
away. This duty he held to bo that of the 
Dominion government who had Buffered tho 
railway contractors to tender for tho work 
with the calculation of employing Chinese 
labor. Ho moved: 

Whereas, the Dominion government in 
carrying out their railway policy havo, 
through motives of economy, allowed and 
sanctioned the bringing into British Colum- 
bia of thousands of coolies from China, 
many of whom are now in a starving condi- 
tion aud a heavy burden ou the city of Vic- 
toria, inasmuch as the police, notwithstand- 
ing the utmost vigilance, are unable to 
protect tho property of the people from 
their constant depredation; therefore, be it 

Resolved, That our representatives in the 
houso of commons at Ottawa bo mid are 
hereby instructed to demand that the Do- 
minion government shall take such Bteps as 
may be necessary to remove effectually and 
immediately the Chinese coolies from Brit- 
ish Columbia. 

Coun. W. A. Robortson aaid that every 
measure of reform that had been agitated 
had always brought upon its advocates 
sneers and insinuations. The evil of 
Chinese presence would have to be con- 
quered by the people or the latter would 
themselves be conquorod. It astonished 
him to hear certain citizens c'us3 the Chi- 
nese aa honest, sober and industrious 
when t.ho records of criminal courts all 
along i coast showed that such opinions 
were misleading and unwarranted. Hav- 
ing contrasted the habits of tho whites 
und Chinese at great length tho speaker 
concluded by stating that the latter ab- 
sorbed everything and gavo nothing in 
return; and that all they had developed 
was disease and crime. Tile whites would 
compete with the Chinese, but not in 
labor, it would be a competition of a very 
different kind. (Applause.) He had 
much pleasure in seconding tho resolution. 

Mr. G. Powell said he was hopeful in 
the anti-Chinese movement tor he could 
see that much had beon done in the mat- 
tor already. He was glad to seo the 
question mentioned in tho lieutenant- 
governor's speech; — that the mem- 
bers of the house took up 
tho question with earnestness, and 
glad to note the readiness with which the 
city hall had boon granted for that even- 
ing. [Applause ] The opinions of several 
members of the houso on the Chinese 
question wero quoted to show the proper 
spirit with which this evil was regardod. 
The poople should profit by the experience 
of others, and remember that the restric- 
tion act of the states was a farce — so full 
of loopholes aa to be inoperative. Years 
ago Australia had refused to roceive any- 
more convicts; the Spates declined to take 
any more pauper immigrants, and British 
Columbia not only wanted no E»oro 
Chiueso, but demanded that those al- 
ready in thu country should be sent back 
to China. They would not be allowed to 
atar-e while they were hero, but they 
would not be allowed to stop. He in- 
stanced a case of the indifference of 
Chinese to each other, saying amidst loud 
applauso that a pooplo who would not 
help each othar had no olaim on the peo- 
ple of Victoria and tho rest of tho 
province. 

' Tho chairman before putting the reso- 
lution called the audiences attention to 
the word "demand" contained therein, 
which would preclude its presentation in 
the house of commons. 

Tho resolution having boon amended 
by tho insertion of the wurd "request" 
instead of "demand," was about being 
put, when 

Mr. Willis Bond, amid yells, ap- 
plause and laughter, took the platform 
and said, that whilo ho had not come to 
disousa ths question in detail, he intended 
to confinn himself to tho resolution. 
When ho reflected that tho demand was 
tnado on the "cuatodonians of tho peo 
pie — " 

A voice — The what ? 
Mr. Bond — It's a good word and you 
can't beat it. He continued that it was 
almost impossible for the government to 
have dictated to tho contractors as to 
what kind of labor they should employ. 
Ho was familiar with the groat road and 
knew it should havo been completed ten 
or twelve years ago. Tho Dominion gov- 
ornment were not responsible for tho 
presence of the Chinese (gror.na and dis- 
order and "turn him ou'"). He had ex- 
pected this, and knowing that hia opinion 
was opposed to the generally accepted 
one it hud beon with reluctance ho had 
spoken and was not surprised at the cry 
f "hurl him from our uiidstl" (Laughter). 
For anything to come of tho resolution it 
would havo to be dealt with with intelligence 
Amid great interruption he snid that with 
these remarks he thanked them fur their 
patient hearing (lloara of laughter). 

The chairman said he thought too much 
had boen said in the newspapers about the 
atarving condition of the Chinese. It was 
only partly true. The moment any 
sympathy was exhibited for them that 
moment they commenced to impose upon 
tho public. Directly the notion of dis 
tress was started Chinese began bogging at 
houses and street corners. What were 
tho police doing? If white men were 
caught begging what was done with them 1 
(Criea of "lugged before the beak," "run 
in," etc.) Had this been done with tho 
Chinese I (No!) The same favor was 
shown the Chmeao over the white nioii in 
thia aa in all other instances (Applauae). 
Those who brought them here — the Chi- 
nese merchants — should be loft to look 
after them. Lot the slave owners look 
aftor their slaves (Applauso). Tho 
apeakor dwelt upon tho difficulties 
which tho promoters of such a 
resolution would havo to oombat in fur- 
thering its principles. 

Mr. T. B. Humphreys followed with a 
stirring Bpeech that elicited loud applause. 

Mr. Wilby and Mr. Then. Davie, M 
P. P., followed with a few remarks, 
and the motion was then carried. 

There wero calls for Mayor Foil, who, 
on mounting the platform, said thay were 
being humbugged by tho speakers to- 
night. If they had every Chinaman out 
of the country would it better the con- 
dition of tho laboring class] (CrieB of 
yeB ) No, it would not, continued Mr. 
Fell, the railways would b,ring (n white 
workingsrien who would labor for fifty 
cents a day. (Laughter and criea of "ait 
dowu") The evil did not exist in Uhina" 
men. (It does— sit down.) Now, let mo 
talk common aenso to you, if I have cot 
any in me. Mr. Fell hero tried to oon^ 
vinco the audienoo that tho Chinese wore 
not a ourae, and with almost one acaord 
they left their seats, and with 
hiasos, groans and criea left him alono, 
the chairman also leaving without asking 
an adjournment. 



The Lute Minder Near Dun- 
Kciiess. 

There appeara now to bo but little 
doubt that tho murdered men, Govan and 
Crownin, whose bodies were found uear 
Dungenoss a few weeks ago, were drowned 
by northern Indians in revenge for the 
loss of two of their number early iu the 
fall. It soums that a crowd of those 
uorthern Indians were employed on a 
farm near Dungenoss in digging potatoes; 
and that being natural thieves they helped 
thomsolves both to potatoes and apples in 
the night; that they were discovered and 
fired upon, and that they had all disap- 
peared by morning. Subsequent infor- 
mation ia to the effect that they landed 
near Port Angeles and buried one of their 
nion, whilo auotlior was wounded so badly 
that ho could not possibly live. Accord- 
ing to Indian tradition and bolief, their 
mode of retaliation is to inflict like injury 
upon tho race or tribe injuring them; and 
they prefer to wroak vengeance upon 
others than tho person or persona who 
actually did the killing or other injury to 
them. Tho theory ia that it makes the 
retaliatory punishment all the greater to 
visit it upon innocent peraona. Several 
canoe loada of thoso maurauding 
'Taimpseans or other northern aborigines 
had boon seen prowling along from Dis- 
covery to Dungoncss, and it is presumed 
they wore looking for a chance to get just 
two white men alone, as near the scone of 
their own injury as possible, and that the 
unfortunate viotiui3 of tho cold blooded 
murder that thrilled everybody ' with 
horror wero by accident the first to en- 
counter them. — I 1 . T. Argus. 



Obituary — Mr. Henning Peters, pro- 
prietor of the Empire, browery, died yes- 
terday morning, aster a very severe and 
painfui illness of forty hours. He has 
been ill for some time, which culminated 
in intestinal obstruction, causing groat 
agony up to tho time of hia death. The 
deceaaed was German by birth, and oama 
to thia city three years ago from San 
Francisco, and succeeded in building up a 
largo trade. Ho was forty-five years of 
age an;' leaves a wife and child to mourn 
his loss.

But he is one of the wealthiest peera, and 
might well feel ashamed thua to deal with 
public moneys. What makes the thing 
worse is that tte other natural candidate 
passed over is Mi. Disraeli. To Mr. 
Disraeli's brother Lord Cranbrook owes 
his political advancement and his peerage. 
Tho late Mr. Disraeli took him up when 
he wsa a ^lain country gentleman, living 
as far away aa possiblo from 'die source of 
his wealth, which lies in iron minus. He 
made him homo secretary, then secretary 
f /of state fur India, aud finally a peer. 
/sH_ere cornea a chance by which ho might 
make some acknowledgement of those 
favors by helping on the brother of his 
benefactor. 15u(* he deliberately turns 
aside from it, aud stoops to lift up hia 
son-in-law.

It is not 
tobe wondered at, thoretoro, thathe should 
sometimes hit off extraordinary compari- 
sons; and, certainly, the worth of hisopinion 
and the justness of his conclusions are not 
to bo iroptigTied on that account. The 
world knows a good deal about Mr, Lloyd's 
experience in Egypt, ami a good deal more 
about his experience iu Ireland. Be had 
in Wednesday's Times a very interesting 
letter giving a glimpse of his, experience in 
Burmab, where he served tho British gov- 
ernment for ten years. The rule is every- 
thing iu Mr. Clifford Lloyd's opinion, His 
maxim is as summary as hia methods; Good 
rule, good pooplo; bad rule, bad people. 
Some are born to govern, 'others to be 
governed; and the letter will bo good or bad 
acoording us the former behave thetusolvos 
properly. He says: "The Burmese in the 
days gone by were by sorao called the 'Irish 
of the oast.' They sro a hearty, generous, 
cheery people, turbulent to a degree if per- 
mitted to bo bo, but most domestic and 
peaceable when suitably ruled."

BISMAHCK STARTLES OEIt- 
1T1ANV. 

He Makes u Iteiuarkable 
Speech 

And Defies the Constitution. 

BkrxjN, Jan. 28.— Prince Bismarck to- 
day, in a debate in tho Prussian landtag 
on the expulsion of PoIob from Germany, 
made a remarkable speoch, occupying two 
hours in delivery, Ho aaid the primary 
cause of the government's action was the 
disloyalty of the Boles to tho German 
crown. They wero, ho aaid, constantly 
engaged in intrigues against the govern ■ 
ment, and had made the most steady an- 
noyance to Prussia. By acting as accom- 
plices of the opposition iu the German 
parliament they effocced a majority against 
against the government, and the crown 
could do nothing else than deny the de- 
mands of such majority, or destroy tho 
evil element which made the majority 
possible. The Polish agitation in Ger- 
many, Bismarck said, always appeared to 
him an o'umeut of danger, and. compelled 
him to keep his eye upon Russia. The 
I'oles had beon constantly , and not al- 
ways unsuccessfully, endeavoring to set 
foreign states against Prussia. "Hence," 
continued the chancellor, "wo have de- 
termined to buy out all real estate owned 
*by Polish nobles in Prussian Poland, and 
■place German colonists on the lands hith- 
erto occupied by the expelled people. In 
order to make colonization inure to the 
permanent benefit of the empire, the colo- 
niata will be prohibited fruin marrying 
Poles. The cost of tho undertaking will 
be about liOO.OOO.OOO marks (about $75,- 
000,000), but theatato will lose only ahout 
ton por cent, of this loss, mudo necessary 
by exigencies of the case in buying out an 
alien clasa to tho Germans, while the gain 
to the empire will be immeasureable. 
"The government," aaid tho chancellor, 
with great animation, "will never concede 
the reatoration of Poland, nor a hair's 
breadth in that direction. The Poles 
played a suspicious part in Kulturcampf, 
Whosoever refuses to help protect and 
maintain the atato is not entitled to claim 
anything from tho state. As for me, I 
am ready to aavo my country, although it 
ooat my head and honor? 1 If anybody 
darea attack Prussia's frontiers, I' shall 
say, like Gladstone, 'Hands off. ' Refer- 
ring to an insinuation that thu gov- 
ernment's religious prejudices had great 
inllueuce in its treatment of tho Polos, 
Bismarck said: "Religion is in no way 
connected with the expulsion. As a 
policy, kindness failed. It has become 
neoea^ary to reduce the Polish olemont in 
Germany and increase tho German ele- 
ment. This ia the real reason foi the ex- 
pulsion, and the government ho» deter- 
mined to peraist in thia work despite the 
opposition of the IteicliBtag . In conclu 
sion, I will say that before allowing the 
fatherland to be endangered, I would 
counsel tho emperor to make the federal 
government independent of tho obstruc- 
tionists now iu tho Hoichstag,aB far as the 
constitution and laws would permit, for I 
would hold any minister to be a coward 
who should hositate to stake ovorything to 
save hia fatherland from danger." The 
chancellor's speech was the general topio 
of conversation iu the capital to-night. It 
is generally conceded the speech iB 
equally capable of being interpreted to 
foreshadow a dissolution of tho Reichstag 
or a coup d'etat. 

Tho occasion of Prince Bismarck's 
speech was the t'iaousaiou of a resolution 
introduced on Saturday last, expressing 
satisfaction at the paaaa!?e in the speech 
from the throne, promising measures for 
tho protection of German interests in east 
Prussia. Herr Achonbaoh moved that 
the resolution be adopted and the motion 
was supported hy Horr Wehr. Dr. Wind- 
thorat oppoaad the motion. 

BKKUN,Jan. 29 — The discussion of tho 
Polish expulsions was continued in the 
lower house of the Landtag this evening. 
The Polish members denied that Polea 
were trying to eliminate the German elo- 
mont from eastern Prussia, although they 
confessed that hope was entertained of the 
restoration of thu Polish kingdom. Uerr 
Von puttkaiuer, minister of tho interior, 
replied that any efforts to obtain the re- 
establishment of the Polish kingdom 
would constitute an act of- high treason. 
The government, he aaid, did not wi3h to 
hamper the Pules in regard to r.heir 
religion or their language, but it felt com- 
pelled to put an end to the dangerouB 
agitation and enormous development of 
Polandism in Prussian Silesia and other 
parts of eastern Prussia. Prince Bismarck 
emphatically reiterated that the reatora 
tion of tho kingdom of Poland would 
never bo etfeotod by constitutional mean*.

Useful Hints. 

In boiling meat for soup j)Ut colli 
water to it and let it come slowly to «c 
simmer to extract the juice. If meat id 
boiled for itself alone, put it into boil- 
ing water, -which causes the outer sur- 
face to contract, unci the richness of the 
meat is retained within. 

Never put salt into soup when cook- 
ing till it has been thourougly skim- 
med, as salt prevents the scum from 
rising. 

A good rule for baking potatoes is 
to wash and boil them in the usual 
■way until nearly done and then fii is'» 
by baking. They are whiter and meal- 
ier than when baked the old way. 

The whites of eggs, as used for mar- 
ingues, or frosting for the tops of pies 
and puddings, will not fall or sweat 
after baking if thoroughly beaten with 
a silver fork or wire egg-beater on a 
platter, so that the dish may be inver- 
ted without fear of the frosting slip- 
ping off. Experience has proved that, 
excellent as the "Dover" and similar 
egg-beaters really are, they are not as 
successful in maringues as the old- 
fashioned method, Dip the knife in 
cold water to spread it. 

A tablespoonful of stewed tomato or 
tomato ketchup added to the #ravy of 
either roast or fried meats improves it 
greatly. 

You may avoid the unpleasantness 
to the eyes when peeling onions by sit- 
ting in a draught of air, or- by an open 
window or door, while doing it. 

To keep butter had without ice, take 
a now earthen flower pot, wash it clean, 
wrap the outside of it in several thick- 
nesses of wet cloth and set it over the 
dish containing butter where there will 
be a free circulation of air about it. 
This causes an evaporation of ' the 
water in the cloth and cools the butter. 

Milk, if put in an earthen jar, or 
even a tin can. will keep sweet for a 
long time if well wrapped in a wet 
cloth — Mary Winchester. 



Live Stock. 



A sheep iB just what you make it — 
good, bad, or indifferent; aiid if a man 
has a flock of poor sheep it ia a sure 
sign that he needs to learn something 
about how to care for them, and how 
to breed them up. 

. There is much waste in throwing 
corn on the ground to be fed to fatten- 
ing hogs. They will not eat all if fat- 
tening, as where a hog lias all he can 
eat he is rather dainty, and objects^o 
taking his feed with any surplusage of 
dirt. If very cold weather hogs or cat- 
tle fed out doors wilt retirs to shelter 
before eating ail they would if fed un- 
der oilier conditions. 

Farmers shouid not purchase old 
sheep under any circumstances, but 
skould fatten and 8*11 to the butcher 
every old sheep which is in their flocks, 
is the advice of the Stockman and 
Farmer. Old sheep which have even 
partially good teeth may be fattened 
at a profit, but it is a losing business 
to keep such sheep in the flock, and the 
best sheep farmers will pick out all 
such animals and fatten and sell them 
as soon as practicable. 

As sheep are in winter quarters they 
Fb.'Ud be looked after to destroy ticks. 
It a rot necessary to go through an en- 
F jrk, examining every sh*ep in de- 
ta''l. All the ticks will concentrate on 
a few of the poorest and thinnest in 
fleBh, and through fumigation of these 
with tobacco smoke, or rubbing fin* 
tobacco in the wool will destroy them. 
Tioks will not attack fat sheep, because 
the oil on their wool gets into their 
breathing pores and destroys them. 
And when a sheep already poor ia at- 
tacked by ticks, it soon becomes too 
feeble to make a further contort for 
life.
